We left Stranraer on the 
night of June 17, shortly be- 
fore midnight. The weather 
was perfect and the moon full.

A new guest conductor, the 
Grazilian, Eleazar de Carval- 
ho, gave a brilliant perform- 
ance of the work which can 
only be compared with Kous- 
sevitzky's rendering of Tchai- 
kovsky’s “Fourth” a year ago. 
Carvalho revealed himself to 
be a conductor of deep-rooted 
anc brilliant musicianship, 
both in the Tchaikovsky and 
aiso in a symphony of Bra- 
Zilian origin.. 


The first item on the pro- 
gramme, Beethoven's “Eg- 
mont” overture, was given an 
extremely dynamic, although 
perhaps a little too monumen- 
tal and militant reading. It 
was followed by Symphony 
No. 2 by Camargo Guarnieri. 
The composer uses folklore 
material in quite a fascinating 
orchestral blend, and the first 
movement, Energico, has an 
overwhelming effect.

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Jews of Strasbourg

STRASBOURG. — 

VE years after its libera- 

- tlon and return to France, 

this historic capital of Alsace 

— known lately as the un- 

official capital of Europe — 

boasts one of the most thriv- 

ing and stable Jewish com- 
munities on the Continen*. 


From the somewhat limited 
perspective of Israél, the Jews 
of the Diaspora have gradual- 
ly. narrowed down into two 
main categories: the remnants 
of European Jewry who, to- 
cether with the communities 
of the Afeb countries, are 
potential immigrants; and the 
Jews of America. The example 
of Strasbourg shows that this 
is an over-simplification. Be- 
tween the two main groups, 
this city’s five thousand Jews 
represent « kind of “Third 
force,” a Jewish community 
that is once more taking 10oot 
in turopean soil. 

Strasbourg was among the 
cities hardest hit by the war 
Its population was evacuated 
in 1939: annexation, by the 
Germans followed, then came 
heavy bombing raids by the 
Americans. But today its Jews, 
with the rest of its citizens, 
have completely regained their 
balance. Some, of course, are 
missing. The rest seem to have 
taken up again where they 
left off before the storm. 

Property Restituted 

Most of them live in the 
same houses they abandoned 
in 1239 for six years or more. 
A remarkably well-function- 
ing restitution process saw to 
that. Nevertheless, some fam- 
ilies never recovered their 
furniture, and the thought 
that it might still be with 
some neighbour who “forgot” 
to declare it leaves them with 
a slight malaise.

Static Zionism 


Zionism has its place in the 
scheme of things. Zionist 
youth organizations of several 
shades hold their weekly 
meetings in the Merkaz, the 
youth centre which is also the 
local headquarters of the 
Eclaireurs Israelites de France, 
the Jewish boy ‘scout movement. 
But the emphasis is not now 
on emigration. There is a fair 
sprinkling of young men and 
women, from Strasbourg in the 
settlements of the Hapoel Ha- 
mizrahi and in others, such 
as Neve Lian, but the reserves 
of likely emigrants is, for the 
time being at least, dried up. 
For the older, settled genera- 


imbued with a new purpose, 
perhaps by the next Zionist 
Congress in Jerusalem. 
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
